There was no show of resis- 
tance when Berg escorted Ylscontl to 
the train and brought him 'to Connells- 
vlllo, whoro Informations wero made 
charging the 2S laborers -with suroty 
of the peace. 


Deputy Sheriff Sore and Constables
